ternoon, District Attorney Cain repre- 
sented Washoe, and District Attorney 
Harding Humboldt. The bills pre- 
sented by Washoe amounted to $1900, 
some $700 of which were shown to 
have been illegal demands by Mr. 
Harding. Mr. CAIN URGED THAT THE 
WHOLE AMOUNT HAD BEEN ALLOWED BY 
THE COMMISSIONERS OF WASHOE, BUT, 
AS THE CLAIMS WERE UNLAWFUL, AT 
THE LAST MOMENT HE GENEROUSLY PRo- 
POSED TO REDUCE THE suM $700. This 
proposition. was accepted by the author- 
ities here, and a warrant ordered to be 
drawn in favor of Washoe county for 
$1200. These bills did not include 
the expenses incurred at the first trial 
of Rover at Reno, some of which were 
rejected by the Commissioners of this 
county, and for the recovery of which 
Washoe instituted a suit which is now 
pending in the Supreme Court.” 

In the above it will be noted that 
our astute District Attorney in his 
‘“argument’’ stated that Washoe coun- 
ty had allowed the whole amownt, not- 
withstanding the fact that they were 
unlawful. It will be remembered that 
the ring members have always denied

The Generous Reduction of District 
Attorney Cain Explained.

District Attorney in- 
tended to make the matter plain to our 
people, I think his communication and 
figures had the contrary effect, because 
after diligent inquiry I fail to find any 
two persons who agree as to the amount 
our county lost in the transaction, and 
as the District. Attorney failed to 
strike the balance, I hope you will 
pardon me if I attempt to do so. 

In the first place, I will take his 
own figures, without changing any 
one of them, and see if it is not true 
that Mr. Cain abandoned some seven 
hundred dollars of our claim against

Different Claims—Comments. 
Saturday and Sunday we visited the 
Pyramid mining district and took a 
run through several of the mines. The 


first mine, the Monarch, is making’ 


fair progress in running a tunnel, but 
to all appearances, this tunnel, if con- 
tinued ia its present direction, will 
come to daylight in a ravine between 
the Pyramid and the Monarch. The 
head of the tunnel is in hard, barren 
rock. Dr. Bishop. who has the con- 
tract, expects to encounter aledge in a 
few days. 

Tom Hale’s claim, the May Belle, is 
above the Monarch, on the same ridge. 
Tom has done a small amount of work 
in several places on his claim, and 
from all indications, croppings, etc., 
will in all probability open up a good 
mine. 

Ascending the hill, we next come 
to the old Juniper, to be incorporated 
as the Sherman. Here again we found 
but little work had been done. At one 
place the croppings show ore very 
similar to that found in the Jones & 
Kinkead. This claim is evidently lo- 
cated on acontinuation of the same 
ledge as the Jones & Kinkead mine. 
Before this claim can be worked to 
any considerable extent certain par- 
ties who claim a part of this mine will 
institute legal proceedings to abtain 
what they claim, or else restrain by 
injunction its development. 

The succeeding claim is the Hanson. 
A twenty-foot shaft has been sunk eon 
this claim, but the rock did not war- 
rant further labor. 


We now come to the Jones & Kin- 
kead. A full description of this mine 
has already been. given in these col- 
umns, therefore we shall only make a 
a few statements of the very latest de- 
velopments. We went into the 300 
and 330 levels, into, the stope, cross- 
cuts, drifts, ete., made numerous ingul 
ries inside and out, and bluntly give 
the subjoined statements of fact and 
opinion- We may of course be in 
error in some particulars, but if so, we 
will correct all errors on the receipt 
of different information. It will be 
remembered that a winze was sunk 28 
feet from the 300level. In this winze, 
sunk in the ledge, the character of the 
ore improved, as it was car- 
ried down. It was discontined because 
the air was very light and otherwise 
did notsfavor the carrying on of the 
work.

On the 300 leve! we found five men at 
work; four of these are stoping in ex- 
cellent ore; a fifth is wheeling ore to 
the shaft. About six and a half tons 
of ore are daily sent to the dump. No 
work is being done in any other part 
of the mine. The width of the ledge 
on the 330 level is not known. On 
the 300 level it is about seventy-eight 
feet, of which thirfty-five feet is low 
grade ore, assaying $5 to $10 to the 
ton, as far as known. The hoisting 
of ore isdone by a whim, and the shaft 
is not straight. Should the company 
continue-to use this shaft it should be 
made vertical and a donkey engine be 
used to hoist the ore. The whim is 
more serviceable for firewood, since the 
Jones & Kinkead has developed into a 
mine, than as a hoisting apparatus. 
We are informed that it is the inten- 
tion of the company to run a tunnel. 
We should think this an excellent idea. 
And now, since this mine has, by its 
development, proved that it is a mine, 
it is time that its owners more rapid- 
ly and systematically carried forward 
its development. But to do so requires 
the outlay of several. thousand dollars 
before any immediate returns of any 
cousequence come in. We would give 
itas our judgment—in this we hope 
we are not egotistical—that a ten cent 
assessment be levied after the present 
one is off.

Of 
course much of the future develop- 
ment of this mine will be determined 
by the practical test now being made 
in the milling of its ore at the 
at the English mill.

You will perceive that our bills 
were allowed in full, except the tran- 
script and reporter’s bill. The first 
will no boubt be satisfactorily settled 
between our Clerk and Board — of 
County Commissioners at their next 
meeting. The reporter's bill had been 
acted on by Humboldt Commissioners 
at their meeting in 1877 and a war- 
rant drawn in our favor for that 
amount. As J had been informed by 
the County Clerk of - Humboldt 
county that this bill. had been al- 
lowed in full, I was greatly 
surprised, but that Board being of the 
same opinion as myself, that having 
acted on and finally disposed of the 
claim, ended their jurisdiction over 
the matter, and more than six months 
having passed since their rejection of 
a portion of this bill, thus rendering 
it no longer possible for me to com- 
mence an action upon that item of 
our claims, I submitted with as goed 
grace as possible, and as. Humboldt 
desired.to act honorably and in an 
amicable spirit, I took from that 
county.a bill of sale of the gallows 
built for Rover by us, and for which 
they had just allowed me sixty-two 
dollars, which may possibly be of ser- 
vice to some of our fiery bloods who 
are ever ready, at the smallest provo- 
cation, to shed the blood of their fel. 
low men. 

As the County Commissioners of 
Humboldt county only meet. every 
three months, these matters could not 
have been attended to sooner and the 
vexed question settled. 1 perceive 
that the Silver State has fallen into the 
pardonable error that I had abandoned 
some $700 of our claims against Hum- 
boldt county. Our Clerk had pre- 
pared a transcript of 818 pages for 
the Supreme Court, and a bill of $646 
was by him duly presented and al- 
lowed by our Board of County Com- 
missioners, audited and paid. On the 
hearing ef the case in the Supreme 
Court, on the motion of General Kit- 
trel and myself, some 700 pages of 
this writing was struck out because 
‘“igsufficiency of the evidence’ to 
justify the verdict of the jury had not 
been assigned as one of the errors by 
the counsel for défendant. Onur Clerk, 
having employed and paid several as- 
sistants to prepare this transcript, nat- 
urally felt anxious not to lose his 
money and labor, and caused this re- 
jected testimony to be filed in the 
Governor’s office for the use of the 
Board of Pardons, as by law required, 
and another bill of $373 was presented, 
allowed and audited. by our county in 
favor of P. B. Comstock, but not paid.

The Sutro Tunnel. 


There is a variance of opinion as to 
the precise time when the Sutro tun- 
nel will connect with the Savage. It 
is to-day positively asserted at the 
headquarters of the Savage and Hale 
& Norcross mines that the connection 
will be made within the next 24 hours. 
This is questioned by other equally 
well informed parties. The most au- 
thentic measurements show that some 
30 feet intervened between the leader 
and the east drift, 1640-ft. level of the 
Savage last Saturday. Forty-eight 
hours have since passed, and the dis- 
tance has been lessened rapidly. It is 
possible, therefore, that the connec- 


tion may be speedily made, even if 
from 8 to 20 feet difference in level ex- 
ists between the header and the drift, 
as is unquestionably the case.

Buiuiion.—We visited the English 
mill to-day, and were more than 
pleased with the bullion prospect. We 
were shown a large chest containing 
amalgam and some bullion. Quite a 
quantity of crude bullion from the 
Jones & Kinkead was shown us, be- 
sides some three hundred pounds 
of amalgam which also came from the 
same ore. The final clean-up will 
probably be made on Monday next, 
when the amount of amalgam will 
probably be trebled, and a fine lot of 
bullion will be the result. The reduc- 
tion of Jones & Kinkead ore has al- 
ready been proyen a financial success, 
and the stock will no doubt command 
abona fide market value henceforth. 
There have been 400 tons of ore landed 
at the mill and it is contemplated to 
reduce 100 tons for the first clean-up. 
We believe that from this 100 tons of 
ore something like $5000 will result as 
a net product. Sixteen stamps were 
crushing ore during our visit to-day, 
and should the clean-up prove as prof- 
itable as every experiment and assay in- 
dicates, hoisting works and falling 
stamps will make of the Jones & Kin- 
kead a dividend paying mine in the 
near future.

RAILROAD PATENT. 


A Valuable Invention by a Nenoite. 

Mr. Sam Hilliard has received a pat- 
ent “Rail Joint and Expanding Chair.” 
From the expansion of the iron rails 
on railroad tracks, many serious acci. 
dents have from time to time occurred 


on all railroads, and much expense 


has been Meurred from the frequent 
straightening and replacing of rails. 
There have been several inventions in 
the way of rail joints and expanding 
chains to obviate this serious difficulty, 
but none have proved as successful, or 
as economical as the one invented by 
our fellow townsman, Mr. Hilliard. 
In the laying of a track the rails must 
also be put. about one inch apart. 
This produces that annoying click and 
clatter observed by every one on the 
car—the car wheels pass over these 


rail joints. 


On curves, by the expan- 
sion of the rails they bulge out too 


| much, or tend to straighten out of 


Mr. Hilliard’s rail 
joint and expanding chair completely 
obviates all of the above difficulties, 
as has been verified during the past 
five months on the Virginia & Truckee 
railroad. We cannot closely descrihe 
this device, but we give the reader 
some idea of it and those sufficiently 
interested can see the patent on the 
V.& T.railway. It is, say, three feet 
long and six inches wide, and may be 
made of old rails. On the large flat 
bottom piece which rests on the ties 


the ends of the rails rest. The ends of 
the rails may be a foot apart. On 
this same plate is attached a short rail 
which is. about one-eighth of an 
inch higher than the long track rails 
and set parallel to these rails, but, say 
half an inch, more or less, from their 
line, and from the track. Ono the in- 
side of the plate and resting on the 
same isa curved guard, provided to 
keep the car-wheels from possibly get- 
ting off the track. That part of the 
Wheel which comes in contact with 
the rail, as is known, is higher next to 
the flange than attheouteredge. There- 
fore when the wheel: strikes the small 
joint rail, which is higher than the 
main track rail, it strikes on the lower 
part of the wheel, and hence neither 
lowers nor raises the car; nor does it 
produce any noise or deflection of the 
course of the moving train. . The 
rails, where there are no expanding 
chairs, may be bolted tight at their 
joinings, thus obviating that click of 
which we have spoken; and the rails 
may expand or contract as much as 
they please at the patent rail joints. 
This invention is of especial value at 
switches and curves, but of course is 
used on any part of the road, straight 
er curued. The economy and sim- 
plicity of this invention but adds to its 
value, and it has been pronounced by 
railroad engineers superior to anything 
of the kind ever invented. 


WasHoe Tartines Mini.—The tail- 
ings mill of Messrs. Baldwin & Part- 
ridge started up to-day. This mill is 
called the Success, and is located about 
a half mile this side of Washoe City, 
in what is known as Washoe canyon, 
and within a few feet of the V. & T. 
R. R. track. It will work on a large 
quantity of tailings or ore slums which 
came from the old Parks mill. These 
tailings assay ten or twelve dollars to 
the ton and, it is thought, can be 
worked at from one to two dollars per 
ton. As there are about 200,000 tons 
of these slums, the profit in milling 
them will be very large.

— Delegates 
from the American Hebrew congrega- 
tions of the principal cities of the 
United States meet in annual conven- 
tion at Concordia hall to-morrow.
